Arts of France Show 
At Astor Tower 


“ARTS OF FRANCE a brilliant and 
beautiful collection of fine art stamps and 
art books and contemporary Aubusson tapes¬ 
tries loaned by the French Government, is on 
exhibition in the French Center of Astor 
Tower Hotel, 1300 North Astor Street, 
through November 

Highlight of the show is the actual $10,000 
progressive proof color sheet for the stamp 
created by Chagall, shown publicly for the 
first time and completed at the request of the 
French Government which issued stamps im¬ 
printed with celebrated paintings by its mas¬ 
ters. Other stamps bear the work of Cezanne, 
E. Manet, Delacroix, Gericult, Matisse and 


Braque. 

Particularly noteworthy is the stamp loaned 
by Jacques Marette, postmaster general of 
France. It commemorates the first Europe 
to U.S. Television by satellite, July 11, 1962, 
and on a globe of the world indicates the 
connecting towns of Andover, Massachusetts, 
and Pleumeur-Bodou, France. Several stamps 
vividly recall noble events in recent French 
history, the resistance of World War II. 

The exhibit includes a treasure trove of 
French art books embracing art, architec¬ 
ture, history, literature, travel and a charm¬ 
ing and colorful collection of children s books. 
Beautifully bound and enriched with bril¬
